SOUTH WINDSOR, Connecti¬ 
cut (AP) — A freak Octo¬ 
ber snowstorm knocked 
out power Sunday to more 
than 3.1 million homes and 
businesses across the U.S. 
Northeast, with close to 
two feet (60 centimeters) of 
snow falling in some areas 
over the weekend. 

The storm was even more 
damaging because leaves 
still on the trees caught 
more of the particularly wet 
and heavy snow, overload¬ 
ing branches that snapped 
and wreaked havoc. 


“You just hove absolute 
tree carnage with this 
heavy snow just straining 
the branches,” said Nation¬ 
al Weather Service spokes¬ 
man Chris Voccaro. 

From Maryland to Maine, 
officials said it would take 
days to restore electricity, 
even though the snow end¬ 
ed Sunday. 

The storm smashed record 
snowfall totals for October 
and worsened as it moved 
north. Communities in west¬ 
ern Massachusetts were 
among the hardest hit. 
Snowfall totals topped 27 
inches (68.6 centimeters) 


in Plainfield, and nearby 
Windsor had gotten 26 
inches (66 centimeters) by 
early Sunday. 

The storm was blamed for 
at least 11 deaths, and 
states of emergency were 
declared in New Jersey, 
Connecticut, Massachu¬ 
setts and parts of New York. 
Roads, rails and airline 
flights were knocked out, 
and passengers on a Jet¬ 
Blue flight were stuck on a 
plane in Hartford, Connect¬ 
icut, for more than seven 
hours on Saturday. 

More than 800,000 power 
customers were without 


electricity in Connecticut 
alone — shattering the re¬ 
cord set in August by Hurri¬ 
cane Irene. Massachusetts 
had more than 670,000 
outages, and New Jersey 
more than 600,000 — in¬ 
cluding Gov. Chris Christie’s 
house. Parts of Pennsylva¬ 
nia, New Hampshire, New 
York, Maine, Maryland and 
Vermont also were without 
power. 

“It’s going to be a more 
difficult situation than we 
experienced in Irene,” 
Connecticut Gov. Dan- 
nel P. Malloy said. “We ore 
expecting extensive and 


long-term power outages.” 
Thirty-two shelters were 
open around the state, and 
Malloy asked volunteer fire 
departments to allow peo¬ 
ple in for warmth and show¬ 
ers. At least four hospitals 
were relying on generators 
for power. 

Many of the areas hit by 
the storm had also been 
hit by Irene. In New Jersey’s 
Hamilton Township, Tom Ja¬ 
cobsen also recalled heavy 
spring flooding and a par¬ 
ticularly heavy winter be¬ 
fore that.

— Venezuela's president

recently, at the rate of

His tax plan, picked apart 
by rivals and independent 
analysts, would wallop the 
middle class and benefit 
the rich.

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Prosecutions going up for war zone crime

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

Marine in Iraq sent home

among American flags. A 
soldier shipped thousands 
more concealed in a toy 
stuffed animal, and an em¬ 
bassy employee tricked 
the State Department into 
wiring $240,000 into his tor- 


eign bank account. 

As the wars in Iraq and Af¬ 
ghanistan wind down, the 
number of people indicted 
and convicted by the U.S. 
for bribery, theft and oth¬ 
er reconstruction-related 
crimes in both countries is 
rapidly rising, according to 
two government reports re¬ 
leased Sunday. 

“This is a boom industry for 
us,” Stuart Bowen, Special 
Inspector General tor Iraq 
Reconstruction, or SIGIR, 
said in on interview. 
“Investigators and auditors 
had a productive quarter,” 
said a report on the theft 
of Afghanistan aid by Ste¬ 
ven Trent, Special Inspec¬ 
tor General tor Afghanistan 
Reconstruction, or SIGAR. 
The report covered August 
through October. 

In the lost 13 months U.S. in¬ 
vestigators in Iraq secured 
the indictments of 22 peo¬ 
ple for alleged aid-related 


ottenses, bringing to 69 the 
total since the SIGIR office 
was created in 2004. Con¬ 
victions stand at 57. Several 
hundred more suspects are 
under scrutiny in 102 open 
investigations and those 
numbers ore expected to 
climb. 

The rise in caseloads de¬ 
rives partly from spinoff 
investigations, where sus¬ 
pects toeing prosecution 


lead investigators to other 
suspects, said Jon Novak, 
SIGIR’s assistant inspector 
general for investigations. 
“More and more people 
ore ratting out their asso¬ 
ciates,” he said, turning in 
conspirators who helped 
launder money after it was 
stolen, others who were 
aware ot it and others im¬ 
plicated in the crimes. 

As investigators gain expe¬ 
rience, they're received 
better intormotion trom o 
growing network of sources 
in Iraq, said Don Willkens, 
Novak’s deputy. Develop¬ 
ment of on automated 
doto-mining system for in¬ 
vestigations has helped, he 
said, os did o decision two 
years ago to speed pros¬ 
ecutions by hiring three ter¬ 
mer assistant U.S. attorneys 
and detailing them to the 
Department of Justice. 

At the inspector general’s 
office for Afghan recon¬ 


struction, created in 2008, 
otficiols report only nine in¬ 
dictments and seven con¬ 
victions so tor. They soy 
they’re trying to romp up 
after years of upheaval 
and charges the office was 
mismanaged. Trent was 
named acting inspector 
general after his predeces¬ 
sor left in August and is the 
third person to hold the job. 
Still, Trent reported that 


during the lost quarter o Sl- 
GAR-initioted investigation 
netted the largest bribery 
cose in Atghoniston’s 10- 
yeor war. 

Former army reserve cap¬ 
tain Sidhorth “Tony” Hondo 
ot Charlotte, North Caro¬ 
lina, was convicted, sen¬ 
tenced to prison and fined 
for soliciting $1.3 million in 
bribes trom contractors 
working on reconstruction 
projects. 

Most crimes uncovered by 
U.S. investigators in the two 
war zones include bribery, 
kickbacks and theft, in¬ 
spired in port by the deep 
and pervasive cultures ot 
corruption indigenous to 
the countries themselves. 
Among some ot the coses 
listed in the reports were 
those of: Gunnery Sgt. Eric 
Hamilton, who pleaded 
guilty to conspiracy in what 
prosecutors soy was o 
scheme to help Iraqi con¬ 


tractors steal 70 generators 
that were meant to supply 
electricity tor fellow Ma¬ 
rines. He sent some of their 
payments home in o toot- 
locker and hod other mon¬ 
ey wired, the report said. 
Several U.S. government 
employees, who received 
kickbacks for steering con¬ 
tracts to local conspirators 
and providing inside infor¬ 
mation to people compet¬ 
ing tor contracts. A former 
army sergeant, who was 
not identified, is charged 
with pocketing more than 
$12,000 in cash that o con¬ 
tractor never picked up af¬ 
ter the money was alleged¬ 
ly stolen by another army 
sergeant and mailed to 
California inside o stuffed 
animal. 

Jordanian notional and U.S. 
embassy employee Osa¬ 
ma Esom Soleem Ayesh, 
who was convicted in April 
tor stealing nearly $240,000 
intended to cover shipping 
and customs charges the 
State Department incurs 
when it moves household 
goods ot its employees. 
The money wound up in 
Ayesh’s bonk in Jordan. i 
Money stolen from recon¬ 
struction projects also has 
been shipped oft of U.S.

military vest. Tens of thou¬ 
sands of dollars were once 
sewn into o Santo Clous 
suit. Prosecutors hove re¬ 
trieved some of the money. 
More than $83 million will 
be returned to the U.S. from 
Iraq cases completed in 
the budget year that end¬ 
ed Sept. 30, bringing the to¬ 
tal recovered over the last 
seven years to nearly $155 
million, Bowen’s office said. 
As well os stolen cosh, the 
total includes court-or¬ 
dered restitution, fines and 
proceeds from the sole ot 
merchandise seized from 
those convicted, including 
Rolex watches, luxury cars, 
plasma TVs and houses. 
SIGAR prosecutions recov¬ 
ered $51 million over the 
past year, Trent’s report 
said. But the amount re¬ 
covered is believed to be 
o tiny traction of what’s 
been stolen in the two war 
zones, o figure that will 
probably never be known

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Protest drummers seen as both poisonous, inspired

NEW YORK (AP) — To some, 
the drummers in the Man¬ 
hattan park that has be¬ 
come the epicenter ot Oc¬ 
cupy Wall Street are the 
protest’s energizing torce. 
But others, including some 
fellow activists, call the 
percussionists “poisonous 
people" whose relentless, 
pounding beat is now lim¬ 
ited to four hours a day. The 
drummers were the subject 
of meetings among neigh¬ 
bors complaining about 
them, too. 

And on a rainy night last 
week, someone stabbed 
holes into several drums 
with a knife. More instru¬ 
ments were found broken 
up and dumped a few 
blocks away. 

Such acts miss the point 
of the drumming, says Kris 
Lew, a Manhattan parale¬ 
gal who shows up daily to 


hit a cowbell for the group. 
“This is the energy that 
keeps the movement go¬ 
ing,” she says. 

She has an unlikely sup¬ 
porter — a neighborhood 
resident. 

“It contributes to the posi¬ 
tive feeling of the protest,” 
says attorney Mark Scher- 
zer. 

Calling themselves the 
Pulse, the drummers first 
appeared in the park al¬ 
most three weeks ago, led 
by John Eustor, a musician 
from Asbury Park, New Jer¬ 
sey. 

At first, the beat would 
stretch from morning to 
evening and longer — a 
relentless, pounding rhythm 
that has become a sort of 
soundtrack for the few hun¬ 
dred people who moved 
into the park about a month 
ago. They've set up a tent

WASHINGTON - In Mitt 
Romney’s telling, Rick Perry 
made Texas a wasteland.

Car- 
toonish imagery, repeated 
every four years, is a staple 
of the political advertising 
docudrama. 

The 2012 season of “Race 
for the White House” is 
now opening on U.S. video 
screens. Even as they ap¬ 
pear on new devices like 
tablets and cellphones, the 
quadrennial series largely 
features stock characters. 
Heroes include Humble 
Statesman, Family Man 
and Fighter; villains include 


Stumblebum, Shifty-Eyed 
Schemer and Flip-Flopping 
Weasel. Same actors, dif¬ 
ferent roles depending on 
which campaign makes 
the ad. The familiar 30-sec- 
ond plotlines endure from 
one election to the next. 
“The winning narrative gets

rewritten a million times," 
said Mike Murphy, a Repub¬ 
lican consultant. “Love of 
the easy cliche is alive and 
well in the political adver¬ 
tising business." THE ‘FLIP- 
FLOP’ The next election 
year promises to be excep¬ 
tionally negative; the anxi¬ 
ety and anger of voters will 


make sure of that. And the 
templates are already sit¬ 
ting on ad makers’ shelves.

MIAMI (AP) — The widow 
of a tabloid photo editor 
who died in the 2001 an¬ 
thrax mailings has reached 
a settlement in her lawsuit 
against the U.S. govern¬ 
ment. Maureen Stevens 
of Lake Worth, Florida, 
and the government 
have reached a tentative 
agreement that must be 
approved by the Justice 
Department, according 
to court documents filed 
late lost week in West Palm 
Beach federal court. In her 
lawsuit, originally filed in 
2003, Stevens hod claimed 


that the government was 
negligent in failing to stop 
someone from working at 
an Army infectious disease 


lab from creating weapons- 
grade anthrax used in let¬ 
ters that killed five people 
and sickened 17 others. Her 


husband, Robert Stevens, 
was the first victim. Details 
of the settlement were not 
disclosed. Stevens' lawsuit 
had sought as much as $50 
million in damages. 

Stevens declined com¬ 
ment Sunday and referred 
questions to her attorney, 
Richard Schuler. Neither 
Schuler nor the govern¬ 
ment’s trial attorney imme¬ 
diately returned messages 
left by The Associated Press 
on Sunday. A federal judge 
in West Palm Beach had 
set Wednesday to hear ar¬ 
guments to dismiss the law¬ 
suit. A trial had been set for 
early 2012. Robert Stevens 


worked in Boca Raton at 
American Media Inc., the 
publisher of the National 
Enquirer, Sun and Globe 
tabloids, when he was ex¬ 
posed to anthrax. He died 
Oct. 5, 2001. In court doc¬ 
uments, the government 
contended that there was 
no proof its actions, or lack 
of adequate security or pre¬ 
cautions, directly caused 
his death. 

The motions also rejected 
Maureen Stevens’ claim 
that the U.S. Army Medical 
Research Institute of Infec¬ 
tious Diseases at Fort Det¬ 
rick, Maryland, had o histo¬ 
ry dating to 1992 of missing 
pathogens and failure to 
track dangerous microbes. 
An FBI criminal investiga¬ 
tion concluded in 2010 that 
a lone federal scientist. 
Dr. Bruce Ivins, staged the 
anthrax attacks in the fall 
of 2001. The anthrax was 
mailed to locations in Flori¬ 
da, New York and Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., including a Sen¬ 
ate office building. 

Ivins committed suicide in 
2008 os the investigation 
closed in around him. 

New documents filed in Ste¬ 
vens’ lawsuit in the spring 
cast doubt on whether Ivins 
acted alone. In sworn state¬ 
ments, two of Ivins’ superi¬ 
ors said they didn't believe 
the scientist was solely to 
blame for the attacks. Ac¬ 
cording to the documents, 
W. Russell Byrne, the chief 
of bacteriology at the bio¬ 
defense lob from 1998 to 
early 2000, told Stevens’ at¬ 
torneys that Ivins “did not 
have the lab skills to make 
the fine powdered anthrax 
used in the letters” and that 
it would have been difficult 
for Ivins to do the work at 
night undetected.Q

Coll it o Jon Stewart-gener- 
otion campaign by a can¬ 
didate weaned on “The 
Daily Show” and hoping 
to use row humor to reach 
new, disenfranchised vot¬ 
ers through social medio. 
On his campaign fliers, 
Berke poses with o fluffy 
housecot borrowed from 
o friend “because I don’t 
hove o wife and children.” 
His campaign’s robo-colls 
use voice impersonators 
posing os President Barack 
Obomo, Bill Clinton and, 
“for the Jewish vote,” 
Adorn Sandler. 

He has cameras recording 
his every step (and misstep) 
so he con pitch the whole 
thing os o reality show. He 
highlights his politically le¬ 
thal gaffes because an¬ 
other port of his platform is 
unwavering transparency. 
The fact that his chief op¬ 
ponent, Mayor Matti Her¬ 
rera Bower, is a two-term, 
72-year-old Cubon-Ameri- 


con who promotes her ex¬ 
perience and grandmoth¬ 
er credentials mokes the 
generational schism oil the 
more striking.

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Somali militants post new tape of ‘US suicide bomber’

MOGADISHU, Somalia (AP) 
— An al-Qaida-linked So¬ 
mali militant group on Sun¬ 
day posted a tape alleg¬ 
edly made by an American 
citizen who blew himself up 
during an attack on on Af¬ 
rican Union base in Soma¬ 
lia's capital that left at least 
10 people dead. 

The young man, who would 
be at least the fourth Ameri¬ 
can to become a suicide 
bomber in Somalia, urges 
other young people not 
to “just chill all day” and 
instead fight nonbelievers 
around the world.

net, often used by the ol- 
Shabab militia, said Somali-

Ian Taqabalahullaah had 
emigrated to the U.S. when 
he was 2 years old. It was not 
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possible to verify the claims 
and the U.S. Embassy was 
not able to comment. U.S. 
authorities estimate that at 
least 20 American passport 
holders have joined the in¬ 
surgents in Somalia. At least 
three of them became sui¬ 
cide bombers. 

The young man had an 
American accent and 
mixed Muslim terminology 


with American slang as he 
urged Muslims to carry out 
attacks against non-Mus¬ 
lims around the world. 

“My brothers and sisters, do 
jihad in America, do jihad 
in Canada, do jihad in Eng¬ 
land, anywhere in Europe, 
in Asia, in Africa, in China, 
in Australia,” the voice said. 
“Anywhere you find (unbe¬ 
lievers), fight them and be 
firm against them. 

“Today jihad is what is most 
important thing for the Mus¬ 
lim ummah,” he said, using 
a word for the Islamic com¬ 
munity. “It is not important 
that you, you know, you 
you become a doctor or 
you become, you know, 
uh, some sort of engineer.” 
“We have to believe in Al¬ 
lah and die as Muslims ... 
Brainstorm,” the youth said. 
“Don't, don't just sit around 
and, you know, be, be be 
a couch potato and you 
know, you know, just like, 
you know, just chill all day, 
you know. It doesn't, it 
doesn't, it will not benefit 
you, it will not benefit your¬ 


self, or the Muslims.” 

On Saturday, two suicide 
bombers blew themselves 
up in an attack on an Afri¬ 
can Union base that killed 
at least 10 people. The AU 
has not released official ca¬ 
sualty figures but al-Shobab 
says dozens died. 

About 9,000 AU peace¬ 
keepers supporting Somali 
government troops have 
almost pushed al-Shabab 
from the capital of Moga¬ 
dishu. Earlier this month, 
Kenya opened a second 
front, sending hundreds of 
soldiers across the border 
into southern Somalia. 

The insurgency is out¬ 
gunned by both forces and 
has been weakened by a 
famine in its strongholds.

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Iran's 
parliament is set to summon 
President Mahmoud Ah¬ 
madinejad for questioning 
over an economic scandal 
and his polices after the 
required number of law¬ 
makers signed a petition 
Sunday, the latest salvo in 
a long battle between the 
president and his rivals. 
Ahmadinejad would be the 
first president to be hauled 
before the Iranian parlia¬ 
ment, a serious blow to his 
standing in a the conflict in¬ 
volving the president, law¬ 
makers and Iran's powerful 
clerics. 


At least 73 lawmakers 
signed the petition to ques¬ 
tion Ahmadinejad, just 
above one-quarter of the 
290 members required by 
Iran's constitution to call in 
a president. 

Earlier the parliament found 
Ahmadinejad's econom¬ 
ics minister guilty in relation 
to a $2.6 billion fraud case, 
considered the largest in 
Iran's history. 

This is just one of several 
economic misconduct 
cases that target Ahma¬ 
dinejad allies, evidence 
that his political struggles 
are a factor. Ahmadinejad 
has been wrestling with the 
parliament and the clergy 


over in the run-up to parlia¬ 
mentary elections in March 
and o presidential election 
in 2013. Ahmadinejad has 
come under increasing at¬ 
tacks in recent months from 
the same hard-liners who 
brought him to power. 
Dozens of Ahmadinejad's 
political backers hove 
been arrested or hounded 
out of the public eye by 
hard-line forces in recent 
months. His protege and 
top aide, Esfandiar Rahim 
Mashaei, has been effec¬ 
tively blackballed from his 
goal of succeeding Ahma¬

JERUSALEM - Cross-border 
tensions between Israel 
and Gaza simmered Sun¬ 
day as Egyptian efforts to 
restore an informal cease¬ 
fire began to take effect af¬ 
ter a deadly round of Israeli 
airstrikes and Palestinian 
rocket attacks Saturday. 
The Israeli military fired on 
what it said was a terror¬ 
ist squad in southern Gaza 
preparing to fire rockets at 
Israel on Sunday afternoon. 
Gaza security officials said 
one Palestinian militant was 
killed and another was se¬ 
riously wounded. Both, it 
said, were members of the 
armed wing of the leftist 
Democratic Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine. 

The main clashes Satur¬ 
day were between Israeli 
forces and Islamic Jihad, 
another group that some¬ 
times acts independently 
of Hamas, the much larger 
Islamic militant group that 
controls Gaza. Israel said 
it had carried out several 
airstrikes against Islamic Ji¬ 
had squads preparing to 
fire rockets Saturday, killing 
nine militants. 

Islamic Jihad and other 
smaller groups fired bar¬ 
rages of rockets at cities in 
southern Israel, killing one 
Israeli civilian, Moshe Ami, 
56, in the coastal city of 


Ashkelon. 

A spokesman for the armed 
wing of Islamic Jihad, iden¬ 
tified only as Abu Ahmed, 
told reporters early Sunday 
that his group had accept¬ 
ed the Egyptian effort to 
restore an informal truce, 
but said that the group re¬ 


served its right “to respond 
to Israeli aggression.” 

In Israel, Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu said he 
was not seeking an escala¬ 
tion, but emphasized that 
anyone trying to attack Is¬ 
rael was taking their life in 
their hands. □

“We would like to assure 
you that the new Libya will 
be a peaceful Libya and 
that it is in our interest to 
have no weapons in Lib¬ 
ya,” he told reporters.

“The men told me I should 
stop speaking about the 
links between the Malian 
state and the drugs trade, 
and the Malian state and 
AQIM,” Assoleh said. 
Assoleh said he has since 
checked with the head 
of the Malian intelligence 
service, who said the men 
were not working for him. 
The lawmaker is among the 
most outspoken members 
of Mali's government about 


the problem of AQIM, o ter¬ 
ror outfit that grew out of 
the groups fighting the Al¬ 
geria’s secular government 
in the 1990s. The groups 
merged with ol-Qaido in 


2006, and were pushed 
into Mali where they were 
able to install themselves 
with little resistance from 
local authorities.

SOFIA, Bulgaria (AP) — The 

ruling conservative party’s 
candidate declared vic¬ 
tory Sunday in Bulgaria’s 
presidential run-off after 
exit polls indicated he had 
won handily and his Social¬ 
ist challenger conceded 
defeat. 

A win by Rosen Plevneliev 
means the ruling GERB par¬ 
ty now controls all the ma¬ 
jor posts in Bulgaria, which 
will bolster its push for pain¬ 
ful economic reforms in the 
struggling country, where 
the average monthly sal¬ 
ary is euro350 ($485) and 
unemployment is 11.7 per¬ 
cent. 

An exit poll, conducted by 
the Alpha Research agen¬ 
cy, gave Plevneliev 54.8 
percent of the votes, while 
indicating 45.2 percent of 
voters cast ballots for Ivailo 
Kalfin. Two other exit polls 
showed a similar margin. 
The Central Election Com¬ 
mission estimated turnout 
at 42 percent. 

Qfficial results are due 
Monday, but Kalfin con¬ 
ceded defeat otter the exit 
polling. “The result is clear 
— we did not win the elec¬ 
tions,” he said. 

Although most of the pow¬ 
er in corruption-plagued 
Bulgaria, o Balkan country 
of 7.4 million, rests with the 
prime minister and Parlia¬ 


ment, the president leads 
the armed forces and can 
veto legislation and sign in¬ 
ternational treaties. 

The 47-year-old Plevneliev 
is a former entrepreneur 
who has been lauded for 
pushing through several 
large-scale infrastructure 
projects as regional devel¬ 
opment minister in the in¬ 
cumbent Cabinet. He has 
pledged to reduce the 
budget deficit and pursue 
business-friendly policies. 

He also said he would do 
his best to unite Bulgarians 
in pursuit of reforms in the 
judicial and health care 
systems, while also diversi¬ 
fying energy supplies and 
improving trade. 

“Bulgaria’s European future 
means that the president 
should guarantee equal 
chances for the develop¬ 
ment of oil regions in the 
country,” Plevneliev said 
Sunday. 

Prime Minister Boiko Bor¬ 
isov, meanwhile, said that 
by electing Plevneliev, 
“Bulgarians supported Bul¬ 
garia’s stability and its Euro¬ 
pean development.” 

The winner of the contest 
replaces Georgi Parvanov, 
o former leader of the So¬ 
cialist Party who has often 
criticized the government 
and used his powers to 
veto legislation or key ju¬ 
dicial office or diplomatic 
service appointments. □

— Former Colombian leftist 
rebel and anti-corruption 
crusader Gustavo Petro 
has won the mayor’s race 
in the national capital of 
Bogota. It is the first time 
an ex-guerrilla has gained 
Colombia's second most 
important elected office. 
Official results show Petro 
defeated former Mayor En¬ 
rique Penalosa by 32 per¬ 
cent to 25 percent with 85 
percent of the vote count¬ 
ed Sunday. Petro has been 
a key player in Colombia’s 
recent history. His denun¬ 
ciations of close ties be¬ 
tween politicians and right- 
wing death squads spurred 
an investigation that land¬ 
ed dozens of lawmakers 
in prison.

Kyrgyz election front-runner set for crushing win

BISHKEK, Kyrgyzstan (AP) 

— The front-runner in Kyr¬ 
gyzstan’s presidential elec¬ 
tion looked set for an unex¬ 
pectedly crushing victory 
early Monday, prompting 
bitter accusations of fraud 
in a vote that was sup¬ 
posed to put the country 
on a firmer footing after 
an uprising last year over¬ 
threw the government. 

With 88 percent of pre¬ 
cincts counted, business¬ 
man and former prime 
minister Almazbek Atam- 
bayev was easily leading 
the field with 63 percent of 
the vote in the former So¬ 
viet Central Asian nation. 
The winner has to get at 
least 50 percent of the bal¬ 
lots cast to claim victory in 
one round, and a run-off 
had been widely antici¬ 
pated. 

Kyrgyzstan, an impover¬ 
ished and mainly Muslim 
nation of around 5 million 
people on China’s west¬ 
ern fringes, is home to both 
U.S. and Russian military air 
bases, making its fortunes 
the subject of lively interna¬ 


tional interest. 

It remains to be seen if the 
defeated presidential can¬ 
didates will pursue their 


complaints through legal 
channels or summon sup¬ 
porters to the streets. The 
specter of a new wave of 
protests could cause pro¬ 
found anxiety in a country 


still unstable due to the po¬ 
litical and ethnic violence 
of recent years. 

The Kyrgyz overthrew au¬ 


thoritarian President Kur- 
manbek Bakiyev in April 
2010 amid anger over cor¬ 
ruption and stagnating liv¬ 


ing standards. Sunday’s 
election had been touted 
as the culmination of a 
movement for political re¬ 
form away from the strong 
authoritarian model that 
has prevailed in the coun¬ 
try since independence 
from the Soviet Union in 
1991. 

Over the past two de¬ 
cades, elections had been 
purely formal exercises de¬ 
signed to lend a thread¬ 
bare veil of legitimacy to 
the ruling elite. 

Kyrgyzstan last year ad¬ 
opted a new Constitution 
that saw the powers of the 
presidency watered down 
in favor of a more powerful 
parliament. 

Many had hoped this 
election would be the 
first peaceful transition of 
power in the economi¬ 
cally struggling nation’s 
history. The two presidents 
that ruled the country over 
the first two decades of its 
independence, Bakiyev 
and Askar Akayev, were 
both unseated in public 
uprisings. □

Personhood’: A new tack in abortion fight

A constitutional amend¬ 
ment facing voters in Missis¬ 
sippi on Nov. 8, and similar 
initiatives brewing in half 
a dozen other states in¬ 
cluding Florida and Ohio, 
would declare a fertil¬ 
ized human egg to be a 
legal person, effectively 
branding abortion and 
some forms of birth con¬ 
trol as murder. With this 
far-reaching anti-abortion 
strategy, the proponents 
of what they call person- 
hood amendments hope 
to reshape the national 
debate. 

“I view it as transforma¬ 
tive,” said Brad Prewitt, 
a lawyer and executive 
director of the Yes on 
26 campaign, which is 
named for the Mississippi 
proposition. “Personhood 
is bigger than just shutting 
abortion clinics; it’s an op¬ 
portunity for people to say 
that we're made in the im¬ 
age of God.” Many doctors 
and women's health ad¬ 
vocates say the proposals 
would cause a dangerous 
intrusion of criminal law into 
medical care, jeopardizing 
women’s rights and even 
their lives. The amendment 
in Mississippi would ban vir¬ 
tually all abortions, includ¬ 
ing those resulting from 
rape or incest. It would bar 
some birth control meth¬ 
ods, including lUDs and 
“morning-after pills” that 
prevent fertilized eggs from 
implanting in the uterus. It 
would also outlaw the de¬ 
struction of embryos cre¬ 
ated in laboratories. 

The amendment has been 
endorsed by candidates 


for governor from both ma¬ 
jor parties, and it appears 
likely to pass, said W. Mar¬ 
tin Wiseman, director of the 
John C. Stennis Institute of 


Government at Missis 
sippi State University. Legal 
challenges would surely 
follow, but even if the 
amendment is ultimately 
declared unconstitutional, 
it could disrupt vital care, 
critics say, and force years 
of costly court battles. 

“This is the most extreme 
in a field of extreme anti¬ 
abortion measures that 
have been before the 
states this year,” said Nan¬ 
cy Northrup, president of 
the Center for Reproduc¬ 
tive Rights, a legal advo¬ 
cacy group. Opponents, 
who were handing out 
brochures Saturday to tail¬ 
gate partiers before the 
University of Southern Missis¬ 
sippi football game in Hat¬ 
tiesburg, said they hoped 
to dispel the impression that 


the amendment simply bars 
abortions - a popular idea 
in Mississippi - by warning 
that it would also limit con¬ 
traceptives, make doctors 


afraid to save women with 
life-threatening pregnan¬ 
cies and possibly hamper in 
vitro fertility treatments. 

The drive for personhood 


amendments has split the 
anti-abortion forces nation¬ 
ally. Some groups call it an 
inspired moral leap, while 
traditional leaders of the 
fight, including the National 
Right to Life and the Roman 
Catholic bishops, have re¬ 
fused to promote it, charg¬ 
ing that the tactic is reckless 
and could backfire, lead¬ 
ing to a Supreme Court de¬ 
feat that would undermine 
progress in carving away at 
Roe V. Wade. 

The approach, granting le¬ 
gal rights to embryos, is fun¬ 
damentally different from 
the abortion restrictions 
that have been adopted 
in dozens of states. These 
try to narrow or hamper 
access to abortions by, for 
example, sharply restrict¬ 
ing the procedures at as 
early as 20 weeks, requiring 
women to view ultrasounds 


of the fetus, curbing insur¬ 
ance coverage and impos¬ 
ing expensive regulations 
on clinics. The Mississippi 
amendment aims to side¬ 


step existing legal battles, 
simply stating that “the term 
‘person’ or ‘persons’ shall 
include every human being 
from the moment of fertil¬ 
ization, cloning or the func¬ 
tional equivalent thereof.” 
A similar measure has been 
defeated twice, by large 
margins, in Colorado. But 
the national campaign, 
promoted by Personhood 
USA, a Colorado-based 
group, found more recep¬ 
tive ground in Mississippi, 
where anti-abortion sen¬ 
timent crosses party and 
racial lines, and where the 
state already has so many 
restrictions on abortion that 
only one clinic performs the 
procedure. In 2009, an ar¬ 
dent abortion foe named 
Les Riley formed a state per¬ 
sonhood group and started 
collecting the signatures 
needed to reach the bal¬ 
lot. Evangelicals and other 
longtime abortion oppo¬ 
nents have pressed the 
case, and Proposition 26 
has the support of a range 
of political leaders. Its pas¬ 
sage could energize similar 
drives brewing in Florida, 
Michigan, Montana, Ohio, 
Wisconsin and other states. 
In Mississippi, the emotional 
battle is being fought with 
radio and television ads, 
phone banks and old-fash¬ 
ioned canvassing. 

Among the picnicking fans 
being lobbied outside the 
stadium in Hattiesburg on 
Saturday, Lauree Mooney, 
40, and her husband, Jerry 
Mooney, 45, USM alum¬ 
ni, disagreed with each 
other. She said that she is 
against abortion but that 
the amendment is “too ex¬ 
treme.” □

of a pair of Taiwanese now 
pitching in the majors. 
Other members of the MLB 
squad include Pablo San¬ 
doval of the Son Francisco 
Giants and a pitching staff 
of Bill Bray, Ross Detwiler, 
Dillon Gee, Collin Balester, 
Jeremy Guthrie, Mark Mel- 
ancon and Jose Veras. 

Also on the team are 
catchers Drew Butera and 
Jeff Mathis; infielders Er¬ 
ick Aybar, Michael Morse, 
Ryan Roberts and Danny 
Valencia; and outfielders 
Emilio Bonifacio and Logan 
Morrison. 

The series against the Tai¬ 
wanese offers MLB a great 
chance to nurture its brand 
in Asia, where nascent in¬ 
terest on mainland China is 
the latest iteration in a pro¬ 
gression that began in Ja¬ 


pan and then spread to this 
small island 100 miles off the 
China coast. 

“It's on honor for us to be 
here,” said Jim Small, vice 
president of MLB Asia.

Kvitova beats Azarenko in WTA Championships final

ISTANBUL (AP) — Wimble¬ 
don champion Petra Kvito¬ 
va won her first WTA Cham¬ 
pionships title on Sunday by 
beating Victoria Azarenka 
7-5, 4-6, 6-3 in the final, a 
victory that also puts her at 
No. 2 in the world rankings. 
Kvitova raced to a 5-0 lead 
in the first set, but Azarenka 
rallied to level it at 5-5. The 
Czech player finally con¬ 
verted her fifth set point 
when Azarenko's forehand 
sailed out. 

Azarenka of Belarus settled 
into a consistent baseline 
game in the second set, 
and clinched it with a fore¬ 
hand winner on the line. 
Kvitova saved three break 
points in the first game of 
the final set and then broke 
herself to take the early 
lead. 

Kvitova, 21, started the 
year outside the top 30 and 
was playing in the season¬ 
ending tournament for the 
first time. 

“It's unbelievable to play 
here," said Kvitova, who 
beat Azarenka in the Wim¬ 


bledon semifinals on her 
way to winning her first 
Grand Slam title this year. 
Kvitova has won six titles 
this year, the same number 
as No. 1 Caroline Wozniacki 
and twice as many as Aza¬ 
renka. 

“I didn’t expect that I 
would be sitting here as a 
champion. It’s really a big 
step for me," Kvitova said 
afterward.

She attributed her achieve¬ 
ments this year to im¬ 
provements not only in her 
game, but also in fitness 
and mental strength. Stay¬ 
ing healthy was key, along 
with the support of coach 
David Kotyza and the rest 
of her team. 

“It's hard to lose but I'm 
glad I lost to such a cham¬ 
pion," Azarenka said dur¬ 
ing the awards ceremony. 


“I gave it all today.” 
Azarenka said Kvitova start¬ 
ed well, catching her “off 
guard.” 

“She has a really big serve," 
the Belarusian said. “In the 
important moments, it's 
really saving her ... I could 
break her more often." 

The Czech holds a 4-2 
head-to-head record over 
Azarenka, who was playing 
in the championships for 
the third time and will return 
to a career-high No. 3 in the 
new rankings by reaching 
the final. It was the first time 
she progressed beyond the 
round-robin stage. 

Both players will overtake 
Maria Sharapova, who had 
a chance to surpass Wozni¬ 
acki as No. 1 going into the 
tournament, but withdrew 
with an ankle injury after 
losing her first two group- 
stage matches. 

Kvitova took home $1.75 
million and Azarenka col¬ 
lected $775,000. 

About 13,700 spectators 
watched the final, con¬ 
tinuing a high attendance 
level for the weeklong tour¬ 
nament for the top eight 


players in the world. Turkey 
does not have a strong ten¬ 
nis tradition, but low ticket 
prices and heavy govern¬ 
ment support boosted the 
event, which was held in 
Istanbul for the first time. 
WTA chief executive Sta¬ 
cey Allaster said the high 
turnout invited compari¬ 
sons to the “glory days" 
of the event, when it was 
held at Madison Square 
Garden in New York City 
decades ago. 

Istanbul’s ability to host 
the tournament was seen 
as integral to the national 
campaign to host the 2020 
Olympics. The sprawling 
city of more than 13 million 
has built or renovated ma¬ 
jor stadiums, and officials 
seek to alleviate the city's 
heavy traffic congestion. 
“The best way to go to the 
Olympics or to bid (for the) 
Olympics is to show that 
you are good in organizing 
great events,” said Fran¬ 
cesco Ricci Bitti, president 
of the International Tennis 
Federation and a member 
of the International Olym¬ 
pic Committee.Q

Even Stewart had trouble, 
at one point having to 
apologize to race leader 
Denny Flamlin for racing 
him hard to stay on the 
lead lap.

ST. LOUIS (AP) — Inspired by 
the hometown Cardinals 
stunning surge to the base¬ 
ball World Series title, the 
St. Louis Rams pulled ott a 
shocking win of their own in 
the NFL. 

Steven Jackson scored 
twice in his first 100-yard 
game in three seasons and 
the lowly Rams earned their 
first win this season Sunday, 
a 31-21 upset of the New 
Orleans Saints. 

Drew Brees barely kept 
alive his touchdown pass 
streak on a meaningless 
score in the final seconds 
a week after throwing five 
in a 62-7 rout of the winless 
Colts. Brees was intercept¬ 
ed twice, too, with Dorian 
Stewart’s pick and 27-yard 
return putting the game 
away with 2:51 to go. 

The NFC South-leading 
Saints (5-3) average a 
league-best 35 points, but 
never got going against a 
defense ranked near the 
bottom of the league. The 
Rams (1-6) had a season- 
high six sacks after entering 
the game with just 11, three 
by Chris Long. 

The Rams wore throwback 
jerseys in a nod to their 1999 
Super Bowl championship 
team. Then there was the 
pregame appearance by 
the Cardinals, who brought 
their World Series trophy 
with them to help fire up 
the crowd. 

Manager Tony La Russa 
donned a Sam Bradford 
jersey and Game 7 winner 
Chris Carpenter went out 
for the coin toss wearing a 
Jackson jersey. 

*Steelers 25, Patriots 17 
At Pittsburgh, Ben Roethlis- 
berger passed for 365 yards 
and two touchdowns as 
the Pittsburgh Steelers fi¬ 
nally found a way to beat 
Tom Brady and the New 
England Patriots. 
Roethlisberger completed 
36 of 50 passes and led the 
Steelers (6-2) on a series of 
clock-chewing drives, ef¬ 
fectively keeping Brady 
and the NFL’s top-ranked 
offense off the field. Pitts¬ 
burgh held the ball for 
more than 39 minutes and 
survived a late rally to win 
its fourth straight following a 
2-2 start. 


Brady passed for two 
touchdowns but threw for 
a season-low 198 yards and 
couldn't get into any sort of 
rhythm while losing to the 
Steelers for just the second 
time in his career.

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In Japan, a trend to make straight teeth crooked

Americans are expected 
to spend nearly $110 billion 
on dental care in 2012, ac¬ 
cording to the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Human 
Services, with much of it 
to straighten, whiten and 
repair less-than-perfect 
teeth. 

Meanwhile, in Japan, a 
new fashion has wom¬ 
en paying to have their 
straight teeth purposefully 
disarranged. 

A result of tooth-crowding 
commonly derided in the 
United States as “snaggle- 
teeth” or “fangs,” 
the look is called “yaeba” 
in Japanese or “double 
tooth.” Japanese men 
are said to find this attrac¬ 
tive: Blogs are devoted to 
yaeba, celebrities display 
it proudly, and now some 
women are paying dentists 
to create it artificially by af¬ 
fixing plastic fronts to their 
real teeth. 

“It’s not like here, where 
perfect, straight, picket- 
fence teeth ore considered 
beautiful,” said Michelle 
Phan, o Vietnamese-Amer- 
ican based in Los Angeles, 
who wrote about the phe¬ 
nomenon on her popular 
beauty blog. 

“In Japan, in fact, crooked 
teeth are actually endear¬ 
ing, and it shows that a girl 
is not perfect. And, 
in a way, men find that 
more approachable than 
someone who is too overly 


perfect.” 

The imperfect teeth phe¬ 
nomenon has its Western 


equivalents. In an episode 
of the reality show “Ameri¬ 
ca’s Top Model” last year, 
the host and model Tyra 
Banks encouraged one 
contestant to have the 
gap between her two front 
teeth widened. 

“Make it as big as you want 
it,” the contestant replied 
excitedly. 

As the writers at the celeb¬ 
rity and fashion blog Jezeb¬ 
el noted at the time. Banks 
had instructed o model in 
o previous season to mini¬ 
mize her gap - presum¬ 
ably when gapped teeth 
weren’t so in fashion. 

The gap craze has come 
and gone several times 
over the years (Lauren 


Hutton popularized it in 
the 1970s), but has seen a 
comeback recently with 


popular models like Lara 
Stone and Georgia Jogger. 
Emilie Zaslow, an assistant 
professor of communica¬ 
tion studies at Pace Uni¬ 
versity in Manhattan, who 
has studied gender identity 
and beauty in consumer 
culture, noted that such ev¬ 
er-shifting tastes often have 
one thing in common: 
a fixation with youth. 

“The gapped tooth is sort 
of preorthodontic or early 
development, and the nat¬ 
urally occurring yaeba is 
because of delayed baby 
teeth, or a mouth that’s 
too small,” she said. “It’s this 
kind of emphasis on youth 
and the sexuolization of 
young girls.” 


Falsely imperfect teeth 
aren’t easy for everyone to 
swallow, perhaps because 
for most people, imperfec¬ 
tions come naturally but 
don’t score multimillion- 
dollar contracts. (Accord¬ 
ing to a Forbes report in 
May, Stone had earned 
$4.5 million in the preced¬ 
ing 12 months.)

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New Cain Internet ad 
shines focus on viral 
videos

NEW YORK (AP) — Be¬ 
fore Smoking Mon, there 
was Obama Girl. And who 
can forget Jib Jab? 

A new ad featuring Her¬ 
man Cain’s smoking cam¬ 
paign manager Mark Block 
is the latest political video 
to become an overnight 
web sensation. 

The ad, with Block taking 
a deep drag on a ciga¬ 
rette while Cain flashes a 
Cheshire cat grin, has had 
close to 1 million clicks on 
Cain's website since its de¬ 
but lost week. It’s also aired 
repeatedly on coble news 
shows and become the 
subject of countless paro¬ 
dies. 

Online viral videos have 
become a staple of Ameri¬ 
can politics. Not long ago, 
pricey paid television ads 
were the only way for can¬ 
didates to be noticed. 
Now, anyone with a good 
idea and on Internet con¬ 
nection con generate buzz 
in the presidential contest. 
“The most important thing 
to appreciate about viral 
videos is they really reduce 
the power of traditional 
media gatekeepers,” said- 
Stephen Farnsworth, on as¬ 
sociate professor of com¬ 
munications at George 
Mason University in Virginia. 
“The decisions of what the 
public could see used to 
be in the control of TV ex¬ 
ecutives. The Web gives 
people the ability to send 
messages horizontally. You 
see something you like, you 


put it on YouTube.” 

Some widely disseminated 
videos have been harm¬ 
less fun such as the ad pro¬ 
duced by digital studio Jib 
Jab in 2004 showing rivals 
George W. Bush and John 
Kerry singing a hilarious ren¬ 
dition of “This Land.” 

Others have had a deeper 
impact, including Tina Fey’s 
scathing depiction of 2008 
Republican vice presiden¬ 
tial nominee Sarah Palin as 
an ill-informed lightweight. 
Those sketches first ap¬ 
peared on NBC’s “Satur¬ 
day Night Live” but were 
widely shared online. 

Cain, o little-known former 
Godfather’s Pizza execu¬ 
tive before joining the 2012 
GOP race, has seen his 
popularity spike recently af¬ 
ter a series of debates and 
his much-discussed 9-9-9 
tax plan. The smoking man 
ad, with its low production 
values and quirky imagery, 
has added to the sense of 
novelty about Cain’s can¬ 
didacy and was distributed 
almost for free. 

In an interview with CNN on 
Friday, Block said Cain had 
raised $3 million in October 
in part because of the vid¬ 
eo’s popularity. 

“That’s what we’re seeing 
in our grassroots activism 
growth and obviously in the 
YouTube thing,” Block said. 
President Barack Obama, 
cast as the innovative new¬ 
comer when he joined the 
Democratic field in 2008, 
has experienced the up¬ 
side and downside of being 
a Web video sensation. □

HARTFORD, Connecticut 
(AP) — Nick Crismale made 
his career as a lobsterman, 
but lately there are not 
enough of the crustaceans 
in Long Island Sound to 
make it worth putting out 
the traps. 

Crismale, who dedicated 
himselt to clamming this 
year, had been among the 
few remaining holdouts in 
an industry devastated by 
a steady decline in lobster 
stocks. Only about 30 tull- 
time lobstermen are left in 
Connecticut, down from 
more than 300 in the years 
before a devastating lob¬ 
ster die-off in 1999. 

“We’re losing a way of life. 
We’re losing a heritage," 
said Crismale, 61, the lead¬ 
er of the Connecticut Com¬ 
mercial Lobstermen’s Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Some argued last year that 
the species was rebound¬ 
ing, and fishermen fought 
back a proposal for a five- 
year ban on lobster fishing 
south of Cape Cod, Massa¬ 
chusetts. But that optimism 
is fading. Researchers who 
trawl the waters of Long 
Island Sound for a survey 
that began in 1984 say they 
have never seen so few lob¬ 
sters. 

The 1999 crash was her¬ 
alded by the typically feisty 
lobsters turning limp and los¬ 


ing their fight. The pattern 
has repeated itself each 
late summer, and state 
officials say they receive 
a larger number of anec¬ 
dotal reports of sick and 
dying lobsters every year. 
While lobsters are thriv¬ 
ing in Maine, produc¬ 
tion is down from a peak 


tures that have driven 
lobsters to cooler, deeper 
waters — away from prime 
spawning grounds and to 
places where more pred¬ 
ators lurk.

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Can Kodak rescue itself via a patent bonanza?

ROCHESTER, New York (AP) 

— Picture this: Kodak — the 
company that invented the 
first digital camera in 1975, 
and developed the photo 
technology inside most cell¬ 
phones and digital devices 

— is in the midst of the worst 
crisis in its 131 -year history. 
Now, caught between ruin 
and revival, Eastman Ko¬ 
dak Co. is reaching ever 
more deeply into its intel¬ 
lectual treasure chest, bet¬ 
ting that a big cash infusion 
from the sale of 1,100 dig¬ 
ital-imaging inventions will 
see it through a transition 
that has raised the specter 
of bankruptcy. 

Kodak popularized pho¬ 
tography over a cen¬ 
tury ago. It marketed the 
world’s first flexible roll film 
in 1888 and transformed 
picture-taking into a mass 
commodity with the $1 
Brownie camera in 1900. 
But for too long the world's 
biggest film manufacturer 
stayed firmly focused on 
its 20th-century cash cow, 
and failed to capitalize 
quickly on its new-wave 
know-how in digital pho¬ 
tography. 

As a result, Kodak has been 
playing catch-up. Pum- 
meled by Wall Street over its 
dwindling cash reserves — 
and its stumbling attempts 
to reinvent itself as a profit¬ 
able player in digital imag¬ 
ing and printing — Kodak 
has been hawking the digi¬ 
tal patents since July. Many 
financial analysts foresee 
the portfolio fetching $2 bil¬ 
lion to $3 billion. 

But others think Kodak can 
haul in far more than that — 
and carry it off within a few 
months. That's because 


patents have become 
highly valuable to digital 
device makers who want to 
protect themselves from in¬ 
tellectual property lawsuits. 
In July, an alliance made 
up of Apple and Microsoft 
purchased a raft of patents 


from Nortel Networks for 
$4.5 billion. A month later, 
Google bought Motorola 
Mobility for $12.5 billion, in 
part, to gain hold of the 
company’s 17,000 patents. 
“The size of the (Kodak) 
deal could blow your socks 
off,” predicts Los Ange¬ 
les money manager Ken 
Luskin, whose Intrinsic Value 
Asset Management owns 
3.8 million Kodak shares. 

“It's pocket change for 
Google and Apple to go 
pay $3-or-$4-or-$5 billion 
for these patents,” concurs 


Christopher Marlett, chief 
executive of MDB Capital, 
an investment bank based 
in Santa Monica, Califor¬ 
nia, that specializes in intel¬ 
lectual property. “There is 
an all-out nuclear war right 
now for global dominance 


in smartphones, tablets and 
mobile devices, and Ko¬ 
dak has one of the largest 
cache of weapons sitting 
there.” Marlett says he owns 
Kodak stock, but wouldn’t 
disclose how much. 

Even a hefty return, skep¬ 
tics counter, won’t solve 
Kodak’s struggle to close 
out a nearly decade-long 
transformation and return 
to profitability in 2012 after 
running up losses in six of 
the last seven years. 

“All the extra cash does is 
give you a lifeline for a short 


period. And then, poof, 
you’re back in the same 
position without the assets 
to sell,” says analyst Shan¬ 
non Cross of Cross Research 
in Livingston, New Jersey. 

“If you’re burning cash and 
not finding a way to gen¬ 
erate recurring earnings, it 
doesn’t matter.” 

Kodak’s grim financial pic¬ 
ture should become clear¬ 
er when it reports third- 
quarter results Thursday. 
Agitated investors will likely 
focus on the company’s 
latest borrowing activities 
and cash woes — it had 
$957 million in cash in June, 
down from $1.6 billion in 
January. They will also 
want to know what kind of 
progress Kodak made in 
the July-September period 
in building up a high-mar- 
gin ink business to replace 
shriveling film sales. 

Kodak has poured hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dollars 
into new lines of inkjet print¬ 
ers that are finally on the 
verge of turning a profit. 
Home photo printers, high¬ 
speed commercial inkjet 
presses, workflow software 
and packaging are viewed 
as the company’s new 
core. Kodak projects that 
sales from those four busi¬ 
nesses will double to nearly 
$2 billion in revenue in 2013, 
accounting for 25 percent 
of all sales. 

In the meantime, Kodak 
needs to tap other sources 
of revenue before those 
areas have time to pay off 
— and mining its inventions 
has become indispensable. 
Kodak’s chief executive, 
Antonio Perez, has signed 
confidentiality agreements 
with potential buyers but 
hasn’t given a time frame 
for a deal. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

prominent physicist and 
skeptic ot global warm¬ 
ing spent two years trying 
to find out if mainstream 
climate scientists were 
wrong. In the end, he de¬ 
termined they were right: 
Temperatures really are ris¬ 
ing rapidly. 

The study of the world’s 
surface temperatures by 
Richard Muller was partially 
bankrolled by a founda¬ 
tion connected to global 
warming deniers. He pur¬ 
sued long-held skeptic the¬ 
ories in analyzing the data. 
He was spurred to action 
because of “Climategate,” 
a British scandal involving 
hacked emails of scientists. 
Yet he found that the land 
is 1.6 degrees Fahrenheit 
(1 degree Celsius) warmer 
than in the 1950s. Those 
numbers from Muller, who 
works at the University of 
California, Berkeley, and 
Lawrence Berkeley Nation¬ 
al Lab, match those by the 


National Oceanic and At¬ 
mospheric Administration 
and NASA. He said he went 
even further back, study¬ 


ing readings from Benjamin 
Franklin and Thomas Jef¬ 
ferson. His ultimate finding 
of a warming world, to be 
presented at a conference 
Monday, is no different 
from what mainstream cli¬ 
mate scientists have been 
saying for decades. 

What’s different, and why 
everyone from opinion 
columnists to cable TV ‘s 
satirical”The Daily Show" is 
paying attention is who is 
behind the study. 
One-quarter of the 
$600,000 to do the research 
came from the Charles 


Koch Foundation, whose 
founder is a major funder 
of skeptic groups and the 
conservative tea party 
movement. The Koch 
brothers, Charles and Da¬ 
vid, run a large privately 
held company involved 
in oil and other industries, 
producing sizable green¬ 
house gas emissions. 
Muller’s research team 
carefully examined two 
chief criticisms by skeptics. 
One is that weather sta¬

skewing the temperature 
analysis. “The skeptics 
raised valid points and ev¬ 
erybody should have been 
a skeptic two years ago,” 
Muller said in a telephone 
interview. “And now we 
have confidence that the 
temperature rise that had 
previously been reported 
had been done without 
bias.” 

Muller said that he came 
into the study “with a prop¬ 
er skepticism,” something 
scientists “should always 
have. I was somewhat 
bothered by the fact that 
there was not enough 
skepticism” before. 

There is no reason now to 
be a skeptic about steadily 
increasing temperatures, 
Muller wrote recently in The 
Wall Street Journal’s edito¬ 
rial pages, a place friendly 
to climate change skep¬ 
tics. Muller did not address 
in his research the cause of 
global warming. The over¬ 
whelming majority of cli¬ 
mate scientists say it’s man¬ 
made from the burning of 
fossil fuels such as coal and 
oil. Nor did his study look 
at ocean warming, future 
warming and how much 
of a threat to mankind cli¬ 
mate change might be. 
Still, Muller said it makes 
sense to reduce the car¬ 
bon dioxide created by 
fossil fuels. “Greenhouse 
gases could have a disas¬ 
trous impact on the world,” 
he said. Still, he contends 
that threat is not as proven 
as the Nobel Prize-winning 
Intergovernmental Panel 
on Climate Change says it 
is. On Monday, Muller was 
taking his results — four 
separate papers that are 
not yet published or peer- 
reviewed, but will be, he 
says — to a conference in 
Santa Fe, New Mexico, ex¬ 
pected to include many 
prominent skeptics as well 
as mainstream scientists. □ 
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‘Shrek’ spinoff ‘Puss in Boots’ tops box office

NEW YORK (AP) — The 

“Shrek” spinoff “Puss in 
Boofs" landed on all fours, 
opening with an esfimafed 
$34 million to lead the box 
office. 

The DreamWorks 3-D ani- 
mafed film, disfribufed 
by Paramount Pictures, 
proved the popular char¬ 
acter voiced by Anto¬ 
nio Banderas was a big 
enough draw outside the 
“Shrek” franchise. 

The PG-rated “Puss in 
Boofs” scored with family 
audiences on the weekend 
before Halloween, and 
also drew a large Hispanic 
crowd, which made up 35 
percent of its audience. 
Though the box office for 
the top 12 movies was up 
7.8 percent from the cor¬ 
responding weekend last 
year, it was still affected 
by both the unseasonable 
winter storm on the East 
Coast and the appeal of 
the Game 7 broadcast of 
baseball’s World Series on 
Friday night. DreamWorks 
estimated the storm took 
off several million from 
“Puss in Boots.” 

The new release on the 
weekend from 20th Centu¬ 
ry Fox, the Justin Timberlake 
sci-fi thriller “In Time,” was 
down as much as 20 per¬ 
cent Saturday in markets 


like New York and Philadel¬ 
phia. 

But the largest estimated 
opening didn’t happen in 
North America. “The Ad¬ 
ventures of Tintin,” which is 
being distributed overseas 
by Sony Pictures and Para¬ 
mount Pictures, opened 
in 19 international markets 
and hauled in $55.8 million. 
The performance-capture 
3-D animated film, direct¬ 
ed by Steven Spielberg 
and adapted from the be¬ 
loved Belgian comic series, 
was especially popular in 
France, where its $21.5 mil¬ 
lion was the largest open¬ 
ing for a non-sequel Holly¬ 
wood film. The film opens in 
the U.S. on Dec. 21. 

“We’re still waiting for the 
holiday season to kick in 
in earnest as we get into 
November,” said Paul Der- 
garabedian, box-office 
analyst for Hollywood.com. 
“The holiday season is go¬ 
ing to be very strong at the 
box office.” 

Paramount also claimed 
the weekend’s second 
top performing movie with 
the low-budget horror film 
“Paranormal Activity 3.” 
That film took in $18.5 mil¬ 
lion in its second week of 
release, bringing its cumu¬ 
lative total to $81.3 million. 
Paramount’s “Footloose” 
was the fourth film on the 
weekend, adding $5.4 mil-

lion for a three-week total 
of $38.4 million. 

“In Time” opened with $12 
million domestically but 
took in more ($14.5 million) 
overseas. 

The biggest disappoint¬ 
ment was “The Rum Diary,” 
the Hunter S. Thompson 
adaption starring Johnny 
Depp. It opened weakly, 
earning just $5 million, a low 
figure for a film headlined 
by Depp and which cost 
an estimated $50 million to 
make.

(AP) — Soul singer James 
Brown's charitable trust 
had withered to just $ 14,000 
and his estate was saddled 
with more than $20 million 
in debt before a profes¬ 
sional money manager 
was able to turn it around, 
an attorney told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press. 

Under a complex 2009 
settlement, the manager 
took control of Brown's as¬ 
sets from the estate’s trust¬ 
ees. That manager wiped 
out the crushing debt and 
paved the way for thou¬ 
sands of needy students to 
receive full college schol¬ 
arships by next year from 
the charity by cutting deals 
that put the Godfather of 
Soul's music on national 
and international commer¬ 
cials for Chanel perfume 
and Gatorade. 

The full details of that settle¬ 
ment and the dire condi-

tion of Brown's estate had 
previously been a mystery 
and were provided to the 
AP by David Black, an at¬ 
torney for the money man¬ 
ager. 

And now that deal—which 
gave about half of Brown’s 
assets to the trust, a quar¬ 
ter to Brown’s widow and 
young son, and the rest to 
his adult children — could 
be in jeopardy because 
the ousted trustees claim 
the deal should never 
have been approved and 
should be thrown out. 

The deal brokered by then- 
South Carolina Attorney 
General Henry McMaster 
and approved by Circuit 
Judge Jack Early ended 
years of fighting among 
Brown’s heirs, who came to 
realize no one would gain 
without an agreement. 
The disputes had started 
almost immediately after 
Brown died of heart failure 
on Christmas Day 2006.

JERUSALEM (AP) — Emmy 
Award-winning television 
personality and patient ac¬ 
tivist Montel Williams said 
Sunday he was impressed 
with Israel’s liberal attitude 
toward medical marijuana, 
and he believes the U.S.

from the Jewish state. 
Williams was diagnosed 
with multiple sclerosis in 
1999 and he has since 
been an outspoken advo¬ 
cate of medical marijuana 
to relieve pain caused by 
the disease. 

The former host of the pop¬ 
ular long-running talk show 
“The Montel Williams Show” 
is in Israel on a fact-finding 
mission to learn about its 
medicinal cannabis prac¬ 
tices. He is meeting with 
legislators, scientists and 
physicians. 

At the height of his TV ca¬ 
reer, Williams was one of 
the most recognizable fac¬ 
es in America alongside fel¬ 


low daytime TV hosts Oprah 
Winfrey, Phil Donahue and 
Geraldo Rivera. 

“We need to get out of the 
dark ages and into the new 
ages,” he told The Associ¬ 
ated Press. 

“Not every patient can 
use cannabis, but for those 
who can — why deny it?” 

In Israel, certain doctors 
can approve cannabis 
prescriptions and disperse 
them to patients, said Itay 
Goor-Aryeh, 

the head of the pain man¬ 
agement unit at the Sheba 
Medical Center in central 
Israel. 

He said that while marijua¬ 
na use is strictly regulated, 
many doctors prefer pre¬ 
scribing it to patients who 
qualify because it is “the 
lesser of evils.” 

“Those patients, if they do 
not get cannabis, they will 
get morphine-like drugs 
and other harmful drugs,” 
said Goor-Aryeh. “I think 
that in many ways, can¬ 
nabis is tolerated and is less 


addictive that morphine- 
based drugs.” 

Sixteen U.S. states have 
decriminalized the use of 
medical marijuana to some 
extent. Critics claim dispen¬ 
saries are often no more 
than drug trafficking fronts. 
Williams said that those 
merely seeking to smoke 
pot won’t go through the 
lengthy bureaucratic pro¬ 
cess when they could just 
“go down the street.” 
Williams, 55, said he takes

cannabis on a daily basis. 
“For me, there is nothing 
else that can do what it 
does,” he said. “It helps me 
suppress my pain ... When I 
am not using cannabis I am 
thinking about my pain ev¬ 
ery 45 seconds.” 

He said the drug has been 
“vilified to substantiate the 
false reason why it was 
banned in the first place,” 
and that he hoped it would 
one day become a regular 
prescription drug.Q 


removed, Adele Pope and

All agreed at the time that 
future income from music 
and movie royalties and 
the use of Brown’s likeness 
was what remained at 
stake. 

“Placing Pope and Bu¬

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Politics, pizzas and pessimism

Being surprised by something nutty 
from Herman Cain’s presidential 
campaign is like balking at an 
autopsy in a “CSI” episode: 
Certain things go with the territory. 
Still, you had to pause and peel 
your jaw off the ground after 
watching an Internet ad for Cain 
that prompted considerable 
conversation last week. In it Cain’s 
chief of staff, who comes across 
mostly as an untidy salt-and- 
pepper mustache with a rumpled 
politico attached, delivers the 
needless reminder that Cain has 
“run a campaign like nobody’s 
ever seen.’’ To prove the point 
he glowers meaningfully at the 
camera while sucking manfully on 
a cigarette. Alligators as border- 
patrol agents and nicotine for all: 
That’s the Cain agenda. 

The candidate appears in close- 
up at the end of the commercial, 
flashing a grin that’s two parts 
demented to one part demonic. 
Were there a thought bubble 
attached, it would say, “In my 
wildest dreams I never thought 
you people would actually buy 
this pizza.’’ Meanwhile Rick Perry, 
who would trade his five best 
pairs of custom-made cowboy 
boots for just one of Cain’s 
percentage points in the polls, 
tried to steal the dubious thunder 
of the Herminator’s 9-9-9 tax 
hallucination by announcing an 
either-or, multiple-choice tax 
phantasm of his own. It would 
compel you to hire an accountant 
to figure out whether you’re best 
served by the existing code or by 
a 20 percent flat tax designed to 
spare you the accountant. If you 
go the 20 percent route. Perry 
said, you can file your returns on 
a postcard. I think he should add 
a deduction for taxpayers whose 
postcards promote national pride. 
I’ll pick one with the Statue of 
Liberty. 

You can do Mount Rushmore 
or the Washington Monument. 
In the midst of all this, two 
attention-commanding sets of 
numbers were released. One, 
from the Congressional Budget 
Office, confirmed on increasingly 
uneven distribution of wealth 
in this country, noting that the 
inflation-adjusted incomes of the 
most affluent Americans hod 
grown much, much faster over 
the lost three decades than the 
incomes of the middle class. The 
other, from a New York Times/ 


CBS News poll, showed that 74 
percent of Americans think the 
country is on the wrong track 
and 89 percent do not trust that 
government will do the right thing. 
That’s a chilling and extraordinary 
pessimism, grafted onto a 9.1 
percent unemployment rote and 
projections of a grim economy for 
some time to come. And it mokes 
the kookiness of the Republican 
primaries all the more disquieting. 
As the (later disputed) story goes, 
Nero fiddled while Rome burned. 
Cain’s chief of staff smokes 
while the citizenry smolders. 
The disconnect between the 
seriousness of our angst and the 
silliness of our politics - between 
how big our problems ore and 
how hopeless or just plain stuck 
the people who ore supposed to 
address them seem - defies belief. 
Right now the system isn’t working, 
and a recognition of that is one 
of the ties that bind Occupy Wall 
Street and the Tea Party. 

They don’t identify the some 
villains or promote the some 
solutions. But they’re flowers 
of a shared frustration. And 
neither movement is a marginal, 
renegade phenomenon. A recent 
Time magazine poll found that 
54 percent of Americans hove a 
favorable view of Occupy Wall 
Street , while 27 percent hove a 
favorable view of the Tea Party. 
Even assuming some overlap, 
that translates into a great many 
people supportive of movements 
railing against the status quo. 
These Americans hove lost faith in 
business os usual and government 
os usual. But his newly frequent 
trips outside Washington and 
newly fiery rhetoric suggest 
that he has partly given up. In 
terms of real progress on jobs 
creation, infrastructure and other 
matters central to our economic 
predicament, we could be looking 
at a solid year of nothingness, 
and therein lies another of the 
moment’s disconnects. Our need 
is urgent, but the possibility that it 
will be meaningfully addressed is 
remote. 

The congressional supercommittee 
charged with whittling down the 
notional debt will hold a public 
hearing Tuesday. The heart beats 
faster. Already there ore reports 
of a Democratic insistence on 
significant new taxes and a 
Republican opposition to some, 
which basically brings us bock to 
where Obama and John Boehner 
left off. We’re looking at on 
interminable November. 

Some observers soy that the 
absurdity of that is indeed a mirror 
of our distress - that Americans 
ore grasping at simplistic straws. 
But Cain’s support won’t lost or 
turn out to hove been all that 
meaningful. 

The poll’s more consequential 
findings were that six in 10 
Republican primary voters weren’t 
paying close attention yet and 
eight in 10 said it was too early to 
decide on a condidote.Q

Put on electrode in that port of 
a rot’s brain, and it will become 
obsessed with stimulating those 
areas. When rots ore allowed 
to push a lever in exchange for 
a mild current that produces a 
“high’’ in the “pleasure centers,’’ 
they will press the lever up to 7,000 
times per hour. These rots forget to 
eat or drink, and they must be un¬ 
hooked to prevent self-starvation. 
Mole rots ignore females in heat 
to get a fix, and nursing mothers 
ignore their babies. “Pressing that 
lever became their entire world,’’ 
David J. Linden, a neuroscientist 
at Johns Hopkins University medi¬ 
cal school, writes in his fascinating 
new book, “The Compass of Plea¬ 
sure.’’ Linden explains how drugs 
such os cocaine that light up 
these pleasure centers (there ore 
several interconnected areas) ac¬ 
tually rewire the brain to increase 
cravings. You con look at magni¬ 
fied photos of rot brains and tell 
which animal was given cocaine 
and which wasn’t. 

Yet it’s not just drugs. Brain scons 
suggest that everything from sugar 
to sex lights up the brain’s pleasure 
circuitry. These all con hove neu¬ 
rological consequences that cor¬ 
respond to what we think of os ad¬ 
diction. For example: exercise. 


As a pathological runner since my 
days os a high school cross coun¬ 
try athlete in Oregon, that struck a 
chord. Am I addicted to running? 
“Exercise addicts display all of the 
hallmarks of substance addicts: 
tolerance, craving, withdrawal 
and the need to exercise ‘just to 
feel normal,’” Linden writes. 

OK, I confess. I might be on addict. 
Exercise seems to trigger the re¬ 
lease of chemicals called endor¬ 
phins and enkephalins (the brain’s 
version of opium) and endocon- 
nobinoids (the brain’s version of 
marijuana). In the lob, rots con 
develop on addiction to exercise 
on a wheel. Brain researchers ore 
finding many similar patterns. Who 
knew that orgasms, in men and 
women alike, light up the pleasure 
centers much like cocaine? (And 
who knew that researchers immo¬ 
bilize subjects in a lob, hook them 
up to a brain scanner, and then 
instruct them to engage in sexual 
activity?) Linden argues that there 
is such a thing os a genuine biolog¬ 
ical addiction to sex. The public’s 
failure to recognize this, he soys, 
means that people often don’t 
receive treatment. “Sex addicts 
ore among the least likely to seek 
help among all sufferers of addic¬ 
tion,’’ he writes, adding that this is 
tragic because sex addicts may 
be more likely than drug addicts 
to take others down with them. 
Brain chemistry research also sug¬ 
gests that gambling and overeat¬ 
ing con be addictive behaviors, 
analogous to narcotics addic¬ 
tions. In particular, foods with sug¬ 
ar or fat seem to trigger cravings 
that then rewire the brain’s plea¬ 
sure circuitry to amplify that crav¬ 
ing. One study found that rots fed 
foods like cheesecake and choc¬ 
olate showed differences in brain 
circuitry after just 40 days. The im¬ 
pact was that the pleasure cen¬ 
ters of their brains were numbed, 
so they apparently needed to 
gobble even more cheesecake 
to generate the same satisfac¬ 


tion. Whether it’s sugar or heroin, 
the body steadily ratchets up the 
quantity necessary to provide the 
same high. Does this mean the 
end of free will? Of course not. 
But it’s a reminder that cravings 
are complex phenomena with 
strong ties to brain chemistry and 
genetics. Maybe that’s why Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama has shown 
astounding self-discipline in his po¬ 
litical career while enduring a long 
struggle with nicotine. 

Moreover, our brains impel us not 
only toward vices, but also toward 
virtues. In recent years, researchers 
have found that generosity isn’t 
always a sacrifice; instead, it often 
exhilarates us. One set of experi¬ 
ments at the University of Oregon 
involved young women hooked 
up to brain scanners as they were 
presented with modest amounts 
of money. Sometimes the money 
was then “taxed,’’ sometimes they 
were given the chance to donate 
to charity, and sometimes they 
were given additional money. 
Their pleasure centers lit up when 
they received money, as one 
might expect - but also when they 
gave money away. 

There were considerable varia¬ 
tions among individuals. About 
half of the women seemed to 
derive as much pleasure, based 
upon their brain patterns, from giv¬ 
ing money as from receiving it. The 
other half enjoyed receiving mon¬ 
ey more. Not surprisingly, the latter 
contributed less to charity. 

Maybe the research will lead to 
new tools to fight drug addiction, 
alcoholism or obesity. Maybe I’ll 
be able to get a runner’s high 
without the sweat. But, to me, the 
most fascinating insight is that for 
at least half of humans it truly does 
seem to be as blessed to give as 
to receive. On the basis of the lat¬ 
est brain research, as well as prac¬ 
tical experience, let’s acknowl¬ 
edge this profound truth: Altruism 
and generosity can be hedonistic 
pleasures.Q 
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A cosmetics brand 
deepens its coverage 
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On a recent rainy evening. 
Rose Estime, a 35-year-old 
accountant who lives in 
Manhattan, left Macy’s 
Herald Square store with 
a small bag containing a 
cleanser by Fashion Fairthat 
she was eager to try. Estime 
has been a loyal customer 


of the cosmetics line, which 
is meant for black women, 
for more than a decade. “It 
matches my skin color, and 
I hove itchy, sensitive skin 
and it helps me," she said. 
“They’re the only products I 
can use without issues.” 

For many of the 38 years it 
has been in business. Fash¬ 
ion Fair, which is owned by 
Johnson Publishing Co. in 
Chicago, filled the makeup 
bogs of women of color 
- because, in part, there 
were so few options. But 
more recently brands in¬ 
cluding MAC, NARS and 
Bobbi Brown, all of which 
command significant 
counter space at Macy’s 
and other department 
stores, have been siphon¬ 
ing away Fashion Fair’s 
core demographic. In late 
September, Chanel intro¬ 
duced Perfection Lumiere, 
a foundation line that in¬ 


cludes 20 shades, includ¬ 
ing dark ones, available in 
the U.S. Cover Girl has its 
Queen Collection, repre¬ 
sented by Queen Latifah; 
and niche lines like Iman 
Cosmetics and Black Qpal 
have also built a loyal client 
base. 

“We’ve been asleep," said 
Desiree Rogers, chief exec¬ 


utive of Johnson Publishing 
Co. and the former White 
House social secretary. 
“Some women refer to the 
brand as their grandmoth¬ 
er’s makeup, and we’re 
working to change that." 
As part of the division’s 
makeover, Rogers and the 
brand’s president, Clarisa 
Wilson, have appointed 
Sam Fine, 41, as creative di¬ 
rector of Fashion Fair. Fine, 
a veteran makeup artist, 
has painted the faces of 
Iman, Patti LaBelle, Van¬ 
essa Williams, and more 
recently, Mary J. Blige, Tyra 
Banks and Jennifer Hudson. 
“I started out with Mikki 
Taylor and Brooke Shields 
doing Essence and Cos¬ 
mo covers,” he said. “But 
it wasn’t until I really start¬ 
ed dedicating my career 
to beautifying women of 
color that I found purpose 
and really found a greater 


level of success, strangely 
enough." 

Fine, however, has his work 
cut out for him. An informal 
survey of younger African- 
American women showed 
that brand awareness of 
Fashion Fair was faint at 
best. 

“One day I was in Green 
Acres Mall in Queens and 


saw a Fashion Fair promo¬ 
tion or something,” said 
Danielle Byrd, 38, another 
shopper at Macy’s, who 
works at David’s Bridal 
in Manhattan and said 
she uses Iman founda¬ 
tion and MAC lip gloss. “I 
didn’t know they were still 
around," she added, “I was 
surprised."Natalie Pryor, 22, 
a senior majoring in adver¬ 
tising at Michigan State Uni¬ 
versity, uses bareMinerals 
blush, lip color and eyeliner 
from Ulta. “I have heard of 
them and they have my 
attention, but I probably 
won’t buy any until I get a 
job,” she said in a phone in¬ 
terview about Fashion Fair, 
adding that “As a college 
student, I cannot afford 
them right now.” (In fact, 
at a list price of $17, a Fash¬ 
ion Fair blush is $2 cheaper 
than a comparable item 
by bareMinerals.)□
